The province is still on 
track to balance the books 
in 2013, despite projecting 
a $365.2-million deficit on 
this year’s books, Finance 
Minister Graham Steele 
says. 

That’s $45.8 million 
more than the finance de¬ 
partment predicted in Sep¬ 
tember, but $24.3 million 
less than predicted in the 
spring budget. 

“Despite some new ini¬ 
tiatives, such as the Bowa¬ 
ter plan, and despite 
continuing uncertainty in 
the national and interna¬ 
tional economies, we are 
where we expected to be,” 
Steele told reporters on 
Thursday. 

On the revenue side, 
corporate income tax, 
HST, tobacco tax and mo¬ 
tive fuel taxes are all 
down, as are federal

The finance 
department expects 
real GDP to grow by 
1.4 per cent through 
this year, and 1.7 per 
cent in 2012. That's 
down from the 1.9 per 
cent predicted in the 
budget. 

source revenues — result¬ 
ing in an $80.1-million 
drop in revenue. Total ex¬ 
penses are now forecast at 
$9.2 billion, down $104.4 
million from the budget. 

Steele praised the 
NDP’s efforts to tighten 
departmental spending. 
Department expenses 
were down by $42 million, 
with 11 departments un¬ 
der budget and seven over 
budget. A large part of 
that $42 million, however, 
is the result of a $33.9-mil¬ 
lion prepayment to 


NS CAD and Acadia Uni¬ 
versity that appears on 
last year’s books. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said the govern¬ 
ment needs to focus more 
on the environment that 
produced those numbers. 

“We’ve said all along 
that the fundamentals 
that were causing the chal¬ 
lenges for job creation in 
this province have not 
changed under this gov¬ 
ernment,” McNeil said. 

“You see lower HST be¬ 
ing collected because peo¬ 
ple are spending less, 
consuming less. You see 
more people on income as¬ 
sistance.... It’s quite unfor¬ 
tunate as we look to the 
future.” 

Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Jamie Baillie 
said the “real story” of the 
budget is that Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s economic growth 
continues to lag behind 
that of the rest of the 
country.

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Private daycare 
funding threatened 

O Every million spent on child care increases federal 
and provincial revenues by $860,000: Report

CUPE asked the province 
Thursday to phase out fund¬ 
ing of for-profit daycare and 
brought along a report to 
back it up. 

An impact analysis on 
child care in the province, 
prepared for CUPE, shows 
every million spent in child 
care provides about 47 jobs 
and allows 17 parents to 
find full-time work. 

“CUPE is calling for the 
Nova Scotia government to 
announce its intention to 
begin the process of trans¬ 
forming early childhood 
care in Nova Scotia,” said 
Mike McNeil, vice president 
of CUPE Nova Scotia, at a 
press conference at 
Province House. 

CUPE wants child care 
funding directed to lower¬ 
ing parents’ fees and in¬ 
creasing the wages and 
benefits of early childhood 
educators. The average 
wage of an ECE, based on 
2009 numbers, is $22,000. 

Community Services 
Minister Denise Peterson- 
Rafuse said the province 
spends about $50 million a 
year on child care and is 
starting consultations to

“I don’t have a yes or no

work” for discussions to add 
as many voices as they can. 
“When you’re making any 
changes there’s often con¬ 
troversy, many opinions, so 
we want to make sure the 
foundation we build is very 
solid.” 

Since the province is fac¬ 
ing a growing deficit, Peter- 
son-Rafuse was asked by 
reporters if she can honest¬ 
ly commit to spending 
more money on child care. 

“That’s why you have to 
be veiy strategic,” she said. 
“But to turn a blind eye be¬ 
cause of the fear of finances 
means we won’t get any¬ 
where.”

Trial by judge and jury 
for sexual assault case 


A Halifax lawyer chose tri¬ 
al by judge and jury Thurs¬ 
day on a sexual assault 
charge. 

Lyle Howe, 27, is one of 
two people charged with 
sexual assault and admin¬ 
istering a noxious sub¬ 
stance to a woman eight 
months ago. 

Jeffrey Kendall Brown, 
28, faces the same charges, 
and both men are sched¬ 
uled to appear on Jan. 6 in 
provincial court to set a 
date for a preliminary in¬ 


quiry. 

Brown also faces a 
charge of theft under 
$5,000. 

A 20-year-old woman al¬ 
leged she was assaulted on 
March 21. 

Howe also faces a 
charge of uttering threats 
after an alleged incident in 
a courthouse holding cell. 

His lawyer, Shawna 
Hoyte, said in court that 
Howe is pleading not 
guilty to that charge, 
which is scheduled to go to 


trial on March 16. 

Outside court, Crown at¬ 
torney Andre Arseneau of 
Sydney said he is oversee¬ 
ing the case to avoid a per¬ 
ception of bias.

It’s still a vacant lot in the 
downtown core, but 100 
mannequins dressed in 
business attire will surely 
leave more of an impres¬ 
sion on passersby than 
crumbling stone and emp¬ 
ty beer cans. 

On Thursday, local 
artist Scott Saunders was 
busy filling the site of the 
proposed downtown Hali¬ 
fax convention centre on 
Argyle Street with human¬ 
shaped figures as part of a 
temporary art project. 

Saunders, a NS CAD 
graduate from 2008, said 
it’s a “context-driven proj¬ 
ect.” 

“It’s recognizing how 
polarizing this site has 
been, and controversial as 
it exists right now, and

how it will continue to ex¬ 
ist like this for months un¬ 
til the World Trade Centre 
really starts its buildup,” 
he said. 

The mannequins are 
collapsed on the ground 
with their arms and legs 
in various positions. 

“As you move around 
the lot, what becomes in¬ 
teresting is that, regard¬ 
less of where you’re at, 
you’ll see something new 
in the way it’s positioned.” 

He said he saw a few 
wide eyes and raised eye¬ 
brows as he was setting 
up Thursday afternoon. 


Downtown Halifax 
Coun. Dawn Sloane said 
the project, which has 
been months in the mak¬ 
ing, adds “vibrancy” to an 
otherwise homely aban¬ 
doned space.

Glass, sleek lines and nat¬ 
ural light are a far cry 
from a square block of 
dirty concrete that used 
to sit on the Halifax wa¬ 
terfront for over 100 
years. 

Paul Currie, project 
manager, led media on a 
tour of the Nova Scotia 
Power building on the wa¬ 
terfront Thursday. It’s a 
$53.4-million renovation 
project, three years in the 
making. It may seem un¬ 
fair when power rates are 
continually on the rise, 
but Currie explained the 
renovations were actually 
the cheaper option. 

“We determined it’s 
less expensive than the 
other alternative for occu¬ 
pancy space, than the 
rent we were paying at 
Scotia Square,” he said. 

NSP rented space at 
Barrington Tower for 40

n’t sell the property be¬ 
cause the power lines on 
the site feed ah of down¬ 
town.

Plus the location al¬ 
lowed NSP to use harbour 
water for heating and 
cooling, he added.

It’s that 
wonderful 
time of 
the year 
again. 

Most of 
us still 
cling to

tions of Christmas in HRM, 
but there is change afoot. 

According to a recent 
survey, 77 per cent of HRM 
residents plan to have a tra¬ 
ditional turkey dinner on 
Dec. 25. 

But maybe our traditions 
have more to do with the 
giving and receiving of 
gifts, because only 48 per 
cent plan to attend church 
during the Christmas sea¬ 
son. Of those under 35, that 
number drops to 39 per 
cent.

Well, surprisingly, 79 per

cent of us are putting up a

stead of wandering into a 
tree lot, we are wandering 
into our favourite retailer. 
Amongst our younger re¬ 
spondents (aged 18 to 35), 
only 31 per cent plan to rely 
on nature to dress up the 
living room. 

Our gift-giving patterns 
and behaviours are also 
changing, it seems. 

On average, we plan to 
spend about 10 per cent 
less this year. But the panic 
may set in and change that: 
only 44 per cent have our 
shopping done. 

When we get into the 
malls in the closing hours 
before Christmas, will we 
stick to our planned budg¬ 
ets? Probably not. 

But the season still tends 
to revolve around friends 
and family.

The Italian appeals court 
that cleared Amanda Knox 
in the slaying of her British 
roommate gave the reasons 
for its ruling on Thursday: 
the evidence that had been 
used by a lower court to 
convict the American and 
her Italian boyfriend of 
murder just didn’t hold up. 

Those shortcomings in¬ 
cluded no murder weapon, 
faulty DNA, an inaccurate 
time for the killing, and in¬ 
sufficient proof that Knox 
and Raffaele Sollecito were 
even at the location where 
the crime occurred. So said 
the Perugia appellate court 
in its long-awaited reason¬ 
ing behind its October rul¬ 
ing that reversed the lower 
court’s convictions. 



Meredith Kercher was 
found slain in her bedroom 
floor in Perugia, Italy, on 
Nov. 2, 2007. 

Knox and Sollecito, who 
had begun dating at the 
time of the murder, were 
arrested several days later, 


then convicted in what 
prosecutors portrayed as a 
drug-fuelled sexual assault. 
They were sentenced to 26 
and 25 years, respectively. 

On Thursday, the appel¬ 
late cited among the other 
failed elements of the pros¬ 
ecutors’ case DNA evidence, 
which was undermined 
during a re-examination in 
the appeals trial, and the 
failure to conclusively iden¬ 
tify the murder weapon. 
The appellate court contra¬ 
dicted the lower court’s 
time of death, saying it hap¬ 
pened at around 10:15 p.m., 
not after 11 p.m. The court 
said the “building blocks” 
used to construct the case 
failed or were missing.

Army defectors killed 27 
government forces on 
Thursday in apparently 
co-ordinated attacks that 
were among the deadliest 
by rebel troops since the 
uprising began nine 
months ago.

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France’s Jacques 
Chirac found guilty 

O Judge finds former president guilty of corruption, misuse of public 
funds during days as mayor of Paris O Avoids serving any jail time 


As French president, 
Jacques Chirac was called 
all sorts of names, not the 
least for his vociferous op¬ 
position to the U.S.-led 
war in Iraq. Now, he has a 
moniker that will stick: 
Convicted criminal. 

The avuncular 79-year- 
old on Thursday became 
France’s first former 
leader to be convicted 
since Marshal Philippe 
Petain, who headed the 
Nazi collaborationist 
regime during World War 
II, in 1945. Chirac will not 
go to prison, but received 
a two-year suspended sen¬ 
tence for corruption 
linked to his 18-year term 
as the mayor of Paris. 

In a statement hours af¬ 


ter the decision, Chirac 
said though he “categori¬ 
cally contest(ed)” the ver¬ 
dict, he would not appeal. 

Despite the “pain and 
the profound sadness this 
verdict has inflicted,” the 
statement said, “I sadly 
no longer have the neces¬ 
sary strength to lead be¬ 
fore new judges the 
combat for the truth.” 

He said that as mayor, 
“it is up to me and me 
alone to take responsibili¬ 
ty,” but stressed that 
“above all, I affirm with 
honour: I cannot be 
blamed for anything.” 

“I leave (judgment) to 
my compatriots, who 
know who I am: an hon¬ 
est man who never had

any other desire or moti¬ 
vation than the unity of 


the French people, the 
greatness of France, and 
action in favour of peace.” 

The verdict was an un¬ 
comfortable coda to 
Chirac’s four-decade ca¬ 
reer as a fixture of French 
politics, and could aid ef¬ 
forts by critics to rid the 
political system of its 
cushy cronyism. 

Chirac was found guilty 
in two related cases in¬ 
volving 19 totally or par¬ 
tially fake jobs created for 
his benefit at the RPR par¬ 
ty, which he led as Paris 
mayor from 1977 to 1995. 
He was convicted of em¬ 
bezzling public funds, 
abuse of trust and illegal 
conflict of interest.

O Troops end presence with small 
service O Iraqis’ future uncertain 


There was no Mission Ac¬ 
complished banner. No vic¬ 
tory parade down the 
centre of this capital 
scarred and rearranged by 
nearly nine years of war. No 
crowds of cheering Iraqis 
grateful for liberation from 
Saddam Hussein. 

Instead, the U.S. military 
officially declared an end to 
its mission in Iraq on Thurs¬ 
day with a businesslike 
closing ceremony behind 
blast walls in a fortified 
compound at Baghdad air¬ 
port. The flag used by U.S. 
forces in Iraq was lowered 
and boxed up in a 45- 
minute ceremony. No sen¬ 
ior Iraqi political figures 
attended. 

With that, and brief 
words from top U.S. offi¬ 
cials who flew in under 
tight security still necessary 
because of the ongoing vio¬ 


lence, the U.S. drew the cur¬ 
tain on a war that left 4,500 
Americans and more than 
100,000 Iraqis dead. 

The conflict also left an¬ 
other 32,000 Americans 
and far more Iraqis wound¬ 
ed, drained more than $800 
billion from America’s 
treasury and soured a ma¬ 
jority of Americans on a 
war many initially support¬ 
ed as a just extension of the 
fight against terrorism after 
the 9-11 attacks. 

As the last troops with¬ 
draw from Iraq, they leave 
behind a nation free of Sad¬ 
dam’s tyranny but frac¬ 
tured by violence and 
fearful of the future. Bomb¬ 
ings and gun battles are still 
common. And experts are 
worried about the Iraqi 
forces’ ability to defend the 
nation against foreign 
threats, the associated press

Weather could make 
enemies of polar bears

They’re etched onto our 
coins, are part of our na¬ 
tional identity and lure 
tourists to the Arctic every 
year, but the majestic 
Canadian polar bear could 
pose a significant risk to 
northern communities if 
climate change continues 
to wreak havoc on its natu¬ 
ral habitat. 

“It’s potentially quite se¬ 
rious in terms of human- 
bear interactions,” says Ian 
Stirling, an Edmonton- 
based scientist with the 
Canadian Wildlife Service 
who has studied polar 
bears for 41 years. 

“It’s a big problem in 
northern communities, it 
already is. They’re killing 
30, 40, 50 problem bears a 
year in the Canadian Arc¬ 
tic because they’re threat¬ 
ening human life or 
property.” 

The adjunct professor at 
the University of Alberta 
wants to drive home the 
point that action is needed 
to combat the climate 
change, which has the po¬ 
tential to turn the typically 
mild-mannered mammals 
into a risk. 


In his new book, Polar 
Bears: The Natural History 
of a Threatened Species, 
Stirling says the biggest 
threat to the bears is an in¬ 
creasingly warming cli¬ 
mate, which is causing 
earlier and more wide¬ 
spread melting of north¬ 
ern sea ice. 

The ice is crucial to the 
bears because it serves as a 
hunting platform to access 
their primary food sources 
— particularly ringed seal 
pups. 

“If they can’t eat, 
they’re not going to sur¬ 
vive,” says Stirling. 


In startling new re¬ 
search, scientists are now 
also suggesting bears are 
turning on their own 
young in some cases to sa¬ 
tiate their hunger as cli¬ 
mate change hampers 
their feeding patterns. 

“We are seeing a great 
deal more cannibalism 
and infanticide in the last 
10 years more than we’ve 
seen in the last 25 or 30 all 
put together,” says Stir¬ 
ling, who recently co-au¬ 
thored a paper 
documenting the issue in 
four cases.

Governments and busi¬ 
nesses are being advised 
they must look beyond im¬ 
mediate economic benefits 
when it comes to paying 
for roads, ports and rail 
lines in the Arctic. 

The Conference Board 
of Canada said in a report 
released Thursday that 
even though such projects 
are more expensive to 
build and maintain than 
they would be in the south, 
they’re still worth it. 

“If you’ve got an all- 
weather road into a com¬ 
munity, it’s a lot easier and 
cheaper to get goods and 
people into and out of 
those communities than if 
you’re dependent on a win¬ 
ter road that’s only open 
for an increasingly short 
number of weeks,” said 
David Stewart-Patterson, 
the think-tank’s vice-presi¬ 
dent. 

“But it’s not just about 


access to economic oppor¬ 
tunities. It’s access to es¬ 
sential public services.” 

Canada’s North is poorly 
served by transportation 
infrastructure. Aside from 
private roads built for spe¬

Elementary plot 

O Game of Shadows is light on the storyline, but heavy on action and witty banter 


Richard: Ned, there is no 
question that RDJ and Law 
bring a certain joie de vivre 
to the usually staid portray¬ 
al of the great detective and 
his loyal sidekick. They 
look like they’re having a 
ball, probably more fun 
than the audience, in fact. 
As enjoyable as it is to 
watch these two riff off one 
another it soon becomes 
clear the whole movie is 
nothing more than a vehi¬ 
cle for their banter. 

Ned: The banter is delight¬ 
ful, there’s no denying that. 
But when they’re not snip¬ 
ing at each other, you start 
to notice the plot doesn’t 
really measure up to a de¬ 
tective of Holmes’ stature 


— or offer any original 
ideas. Basically, if you don’t 
want the movie spoiled for 
you, wipe the League of Ex¬ 
traordinary Gentlemen 
from your memory, as Mo- 
riarty’s scheme is exactly 
the same in both movies. 
I’m assuming the filmmak¬ 
ers are banking on no one 
remembering that movie, 
though — which is a safe 
bet — but still. 

RC: Agreed, if you can fig¬ 
ure out the story. Confused 
and confusing, the plot zips 
along at such a rapid pace 
you’ll barely know it does¬ 
n’t make much sense be¬ 
cause director Guy Ritchie 
fills the screen with wildly 
edited scenes anchored by 


Downey’s flamboyant per¬ 
formance. It looks cool and 
will make you laugh occa¬ 
sionally, but the quips and 
extravagantly edited se¬ 
quences are only fun in the 
moment. They don’t add 
up to much of a movie. 

NE: Some of those cool- 
loolcing scenes can grate, as 
well. A little bit of the Sher¬ 
lock slow-mo fight analysis 
goes a long way, but since it 
got such a good reaction in 
the first film, Ritchie lays 
on the bullet time a little 
thick here. One element 
that did work for me 
though was Jared Harris’ 
Moriarty, a dangerously 
brilliant villain with a plau¬ 
sible cover story as a mild- 


mannered professor. It’s a 
shame he’s not in the 
movie more, though. 

RC: Harris has one seminal 
psycho moment — is there 
anything crazier than belt¬ 
ing out an aria while tortur¬ 
ing your nemesis? — but I 
didn’t think Noomi Repace, 
while eye catching as Sim, 
was given enough to do to 
be truly memorable. 

NE: True, she doesn’t get 
much to do besides react to 
the dynamic duo’s chi¬ 
canery and drop helpful re¬ 
minders about the plot. 
And the less said about RJD 
on a pony, the better. Still, 
audiences could do a lot 
worse.

She’s perfectly capable of 
taking care of herself, but 
at the same time she’s vul¬ 
nerable and put in these 
horrible positions. 

She’s wise beyond her 
years and incredibly 
bright, but at the same 
time she’s emotionally 
stunted at 12 years old and 
is naive and doesn’t have a 
lot of experience with oth¬ 
er people. So I think that’s 
what makes her so 
interesting, that she has 
these opposing sides. She’s 
been sexually abused, but 
at the same time she’s veiy 
sexual, and I think that al¬ 
so probably scares some.

Awards season officially 
kicks off with the nomina¬ 
tions for the 2012 Golden 
Globes, and as usual the 
Hollywood Foreign Press 
Association (HFPA) didn’t 
disappoint by both focus¬ 
ing the Oscar race and 
throwing in a few head- 
scratchers. Here’s the 
breakdown. 


BIGGEST WINNERS 

Woody Allen should be 
smiling. Long a favourite of 
the HFPA, the director’s lat¬ 
est film, Midnight in Paris, 
gets an impressive awards- 
season boost thanks to its 
four Globe nods, including 
both screenplay and direct¬ 
ing for Allen. 

And between his acting 
in The Descendants and di¬ 
recting in The Ides of 
March, George Clooney 
will have plenty of reasons 
to show up. 

Ryan Gosling is certainly 
enjoying his nominations 
in both Best Actor cate¬ 
gories. 

As far as sheer numbers, 
silent film The Artist — an 
Oscar front-runner since 
making a splash at Cannes 
— had the most nomina¬ 
tions at six, but The Help 
and The Descendants are 
close behind at five. 

Usual awards heavy¬ 
weights the Weinstein 
Company and HBO lead 
the film and TV packs with 
12 and 18 nominations, re-

spectively. 

British series Downton 
Abbey, which airs in the 
U.S. as part of Masterpiece 
Theater, received the most 
TV nominations, with four. 

BIGGEST SNUBS 

The most glaring omission 
to awards watchers is 
Stephen Spielberg. Even 
though his two films, War 
Horse and The Adventures 
of Tintin, are nominated, 
he was edged out of the di¬ 
recting category. 

David Fincher might be 
feeling overlooked as well, 
as his The Girl with the 
Dragon Tattoo only pulled 
in nominations for Trent 
Reznor’s score and Rooney 
Mara’s performance. 

Also, not a single nomi¬ 
nation for British spy 
thriller Tinker Tailor Sol¬ 
dier Spy. 

And on the TV side, fans 
were hoping critical dar¬ 
ling Community could 
pick up some Comedy 
nominations to help its 
fight against impending 
cancellation, but the series 
was completely over¬ 
looked. 

BIGGEST SURPRISES 

Many had believed Disney 


would run The Help on the 
Musical or Comedy side for 
the Globes, giving the pop¬ 
ular hit an easier chance at 
picking up some trophies, 
but its inclusion in Drama 
means presumed Oscar 
front-runners Viola Davis 
and Meiyl Streep (for The 
Iron Lady) are going head- 
to-head earlier than ex¬ 
pected. 

In TV, the biggest shock 
has to be the HFPA’s appar¬ 
ent love of Ryan Murphy. 
While a Best Series — Mu¬ 
sical or Comedy nod for 
Glee isn’t surprising, the 
organization apparently 
flipped for his new less- 
than-acclaimed horror se¬ 
ries, American Horror 
Stoiy, giving it mentions 
for Best Series, Drama and 
Best Supporting Actress for 
Jessica Lange. 

BIGGEST REASON TO WATCH 

Aside from the showdown 
between Streep and Davis, 
the other big reason to 
watch is to see what Ricky 
Gervais does to make the 
HFPA regret inviting him 
back as host. 

The organization is no¬ 
torious for its love of 
celebrities, so, not so sur¬ 
prising are nominations 
for Clooney, Leonardo Di- 
Caprio, Brad Pitt and An¬ 
gelina Jolie — her In the 
Land of Blood and Honey is 
up for Best Foreign Lan¬ 
guage Film. 

If Johnny Depp shows 
up to support Best Animat¬ 
ed Feature nominee Rango, 
they’ll have done their job.

Effects 

The Philadelphia Flyers say 
captain Chris Pronger will 
miss the rest of the season 
with “severe post-concus¬ 
sion syndrome.” 

The decision comes af¬ 
ter the 37-year-old was ex¬ 
amined in Pittsburgh by 
doctors John Maroon and 
Mickey Collins, who also 
treated Penguins star Sid¬ 
ney Crosby. 

“Chris will continue to 


receive treatments and 
therapy with the hope that 
he can get better,” Flyers 
general manager Paul 
Holmgren said in a release 
Thursday. 

Pronger has missed the 
Flyers’ last 11 games since 
coming down with what 
the team first described as 
a virus and later changed 
to post-concussion symp¬ 
toms. 


The bruising defence- 
man also took a stick in 
the eye from Toronto’s 
Mikhail Grabovslci in late 
October that resulted in fa¬ 
cial trauma and caused 
him to miss six games. 

Pronger, who had knee 
surgery last month, has 
one goal and 11 assists in 
13 games this season. 

The Dryden, Ont., na¬ 
tive, who won gold medals 


with Canada at the 2002 
and 2010 Olympics, signed 
a seven-year contract with 
the Flyers in 2009. 

Pronger also won the 
Stanley Cup with the Ana¬ 
heim Ducks in 2007. 

He has 157 goals and 
541 assists in 1,167 career 
regular-season games in 18 
seasons with Hartford, St. 
Louis, Edmonton, Ana¬ 
heim and Philadelphia. 


Pronger joins a long list 
of NHL players suffering 
from concussions or con- 
cus sion-lilce symptoms this 
season. Crosby returned to 
action last month for the 
first time since early Janu¬ 
ary, but has since suffered 
a setback and is again out 
of the Penguins lineup.
